Continuation of 3. NOTE: Proposed amendments filed to the claims raise new issues because these amendments add claim recitation 
never priorly incorporated to the claims and thus require further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 13. Other: The claims with respect to Applicant's remarks in re patentability are not re-considered because they raise new 
issues that would require further consideration and/or search. Specifically, with respect to Applicant's amendments to claim 15, the scope 
of claims 16-20 have been altered and would necessitate further consideration and/or search. Also, Applicant's amendments to claims 1- 
4,6,7,12-15,17,19, and 20 for clarification purposes only, to eliminate the use of "configured to" language changes the scope of the 
claims because now Applicant is positively reciting components of the apparatus, for the first time during prosecution, and thus the scope 
of the invention has been changed. In re Applicant's Remarks filed 3/26/07, for the purpose of clarification, the hose 58 of the Theis 
reference reads on Applicant's claims for a drain hose; the passage therein hose 58 reads on Applicant's claims for a drain passage; the 
u-shaped end of hose 58 found on the upper left-hand side of Figure 2 of Theis reads on Applicant's claims for a back flow preventing 
passage; and finally, it is at once envisaged that the outlet end (far left-most end of u-shaped portion) is coupled to a drain hose for 
draining liquid therefrom. 
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
